U Base Stealing a Lost Art? 


By Eddie Collins (Written Exclusively for This Page.) 
.is long as baseball has been played, I guess the thing a ball player 


likes best is a base hit. I am no exception to this rule. But along with 
it I have seen the time I thought as much of a Stolen base. Before the 
introduction of the cork-center ball, as far back as 1911, base stealing 
was a most important part of the game. Many a game of ball was won 
by a stolen .base at a crucial time. McGraw claimed his team stole their 
way to a pennant in 1911. With the advent of the so-called "lively" ball 
batting became more of a deciding factor. The magnates maintained 
increased hitting was what the fans wanted. Naturally, with the deluge 


of base hits that began in 1919 
runs came much easier. Where 
several years before the average 
total for a game was 4. it jumped 
to 8 or more. Why take a chance 
stealing when you can wait on a 
base and be driven in? As a result 
base stealing has not become a los' 
art. simply a discarded one, and 
until runs are at a premium again 
I think base stealing will be more 
or less neglected. 


How Do You Steal a Base 


The primary requirement to stea 


a base is a big lead 
A player 


should observe closely and mem- 
orize carefully the actions of the 
opposing pitcher and learn to dis 
itnguish between his movements in 
delivering a ball to the plate, or to 
the base, to catch the player nap 
ping. 
In this way he will know 


how far he can venture off the base 
and be able to obtain as big a leac 
as possible. Ability to start quicklv 
getting the jump so to speak, is 
fifty per cent of base stealing. The 
next moJt important requirement is 
ability to slide. 
Many a steal is 


completed successfully by an elu 
sive slide when the baseman has 
the ball in his possession at the 
bag. even before the runner arrives 
Practice sliding both to the righ 
-and to the left, as a runner mus 
be guided by what foot he wtl 
touch the bag with by the position 
the baseman assumes in receiving 
the throw. 
•. 


Speed naturally is essential, but no more so than the aforementioned 


requirements. Lots of fast men are not good base stealers because they 
have not the knack of-getting a good break when the pitcher pitches.

of Sparrows and tell of their habits 
would alone take several issues of 
the paper.

standing for their beauty. 


The Cardinal looks like a lively 


masqueradcr. 
But the black dis- 


guise he wears on his face would 
never deceive any one, for the bnl- 
iant color of his costume makes 
tim easily recognized.

le has also a lusty voice, two char- 
acteristics which account for hi^ be- 
ng much sought after as a cage- 
bird.
